Mr. Rowell remarked that the gov- 
ernment would eee that the holders of 
the preferred and common stock did 
not get any higher award because of 
any enhancement of market values, as 
a result of the present legislation. A 
date would be fixed in the agreement 
for taking the value of the stock. 

Mr. Stevens thought !t would be un- 
wise to fix a date for valuation.

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Oats Grown With Irrigation Near Brooks, Alberta. 


The story of the saving of a large 
@at and bay crop this year by J. E. 
Jett is typical of the stories that 
could be told by hundreds of other 
farmers in Southern Alberta, who are 
Bow harvesting big cropsas aresult 
of the timely applicat'on of water to 
their fertile land, though they may 
not have had to resort to the same 
means to get ‘t there as Mr. Jett did. 

Jett, withy hia brothers, ranches 
and farms, about five thousand acres 
of land in Southern Alberta, about 
twenty miles from Taber and four 
miles from Grassy Lake, near the 
Belly River. 

On July 23 last, Mr. Jett saw a 
splendid field of oats, which had 
given fine promise early in the sea- 
son, burned practically flat by the 
hot sun and lack of rain, while his 
hay fields were scorched to a crisp. 
The oat field of some 100 acres ap- 
peared to be in such bad shape that 
it wasn't worth while to turn the 
eattle into it, 

Jett had been looking up irriga- 
tion, and he decided to take a chance. 
Accordingly, on July 23, he wired a 
loca! firm in Calgary, some 150 miles 
away, bough’ en ‘erigation pump of

city, and the p'pes and machinery to 
go with it, had the whole outfit 
shipped in an express car to the 
nearest railway station to his farm, 
hired special motor cars and trucks 
to transport it to the scene, and em- 
ployed acrew of twenty men to 
plough irrigation ditches on his 
fields and set up the machinery, The 
pump was attached to a steam trac- 
tion engine, and the pump set to 
work pump!ng water over the oats 
and hay fields from the Belly river. 

To-day, Mr. Jett is harvesting the 
crop. He asserts that the oats will 
run close to 100 bushels to the acre 
on the hundred-acre oat field, and 
that at the rate his hay ts running, 
he will harvest some 200 tons. With 
oats at from 84 cents to 90 cents a 
bushel, and hay at from $30 to $35 
a ton, as against a total failure, it 
is easy to figure out Mr. Jett’s gain, 

The cost figures, of course, do not 
include est'mates on maintenance 
and depreciation of the power plant, 
as Jett was too busy harvesting to 
figure these out. At the same time, 
however, the fact that the plant was 
set up in such a hurry made the tn- 
stallation cost nearly double, includ- 


ing express, motor car charges, and 
the wages of extra men on the crew. 
According to the local firm, the 
average cost of the outfit and its in- 
stallation, under ordinary conditions, 
should not exceed $2,000. Mr. Jett’s 
est'mate of cost of $4,000 alao in- 
cluded the work of irrigating the 
crop during the irrigation period. 

Irrigation experts warm against 
the hasty installation of pump! 
machinery on account of its cost an 
expense of operation, unless the s't- 
vation is first thoroughly examined 
by an irrigation engineer. But Je@ 
says there is nothing to it, and that 
he will never take a chance again of 
going without water on the land a@ 
long as it can be pumped from the 
river, 

This story reads like a romance 
and the manner ‘n which Mr. Jett set 
about to save his crop shows that 
he is a man of initiative. The re 
sults he accomplished, however, are 
only what thousands of other farm- 
ers, who are more fortunate than he 
in baving their land below the ditch, 
are obtaining. Neediers to say Mr. 
Jett is now an enthusiastic convert 
to irrigation.

Union government 
calls an election to fill a parliament- 
ary vacancy caused bv its own act in 
appointing the sitting member, one 
of its own supnorters and a man 
elected by an enormous majority (Mr. 
Turriff's majority in 1917 was 4,524) 
to the Senate, After a disgracefully 
long delay, during which it kept the 
constituency unrepresented in the 
Commons, Union government made 
WEvision for this by-election, but 
from the outset threw up the sponge 
and declined to place a candidate in 
the field standing !n support of the 
government in its ~olicies and acts.

land and water, reducing the risk of 
accidents by travel, has cevolutionized 
aeroplane construction, hag helped to 
turn the tides of baities on land, in air 
and on the sea, and has certainly eav- 
ed thousands of lives that mut for van- 
dium steel must have passed into 
wares dreadful toil. , 

Was Rarest of Metals. 

For years past scientisis the world 
over have known the beneficial effect 
vanadium exerted on steel when used 
as an alloy, but little more than a 
wistful interest was taken in the eub- 
ject, as vanadium was thought to be 
not much more plentiful than nadium. 
It was discovered about 100 years ago 
in some of the brown lead ores of 
Mexico, the probable date being 1804, 
although scientists of that day dis- 
credited its presence until 1830, 

Twenty-six years ago vanadium In 
crystal form, fused, was listed as the 
rarest metal in existence. According to 
a table published at that time vana- 
dium's value was $4,792 40 a pound 
avoirdupois, or twenty times that of 
gold, 

In 1896 the first recorded experi- 
iment with vanadium in stoel ‘was 
‘made at the Firming Steel Works in 
France, three armor plates being man- 
ufactured from the alloy. These ar- 
mor plates showed a marked super- 
fority over the plates in which the 
yanadium was not used. Nothing 
more was done to develop the posst- 
bilities of vanadium until 1900, when 
Prof. Arnold, of Sheffeld, England, 
convincingly. demonstrated the im- 
plovement in steel by addition of van- 
adium. He found that the elastic 
j/Umit of carbon tool wheels was rais- 
‘ed from forty to nearly one hundred 
per cent., the tensile strength being 
tvcreased from one to sixty per cent. 

Large Deposits Found, 

When, in 1905, came the news of a 
discovery of immense deposits of the 
metal in South America gome people 
scoffed at the idea. Others hoped that 
it was true. A few others were suffi- 
ciently {Interested to spend the neces- 
sary time and money to investigate. 
As a result of their hopeful credulity 
they are millionaires today. 

The vanadium deposits were report- 
ed by engineers prospecting the Peru- 
vian Andes. They lay among the 
crests of aimost inaccessible moun- 
tains and were reached by the investi- 
geting expedition after severe hard- 
ships and difficulties of travel that 
well might have discouraged ordinary 
lexplorers—Dut these men happened to 
be American engineers and business 
men, and they pressed on to their

This was an im- 
portant fact in armoring ships and 
made possible the carrying of larger 
offensive weapons. Armor plate as 
thin as fifteenth hundredths cf an 
inch was also made for protective 
shields and for aeroplanes. Vanadium

LORD JELLICOE 
ON FUTURE DANGER 
OF THE EMPIRE 


Assumes Vulnerable Points to Be 
in Pacific and the Far 
East 


MELBOURNE, Oct. 23, — Admiral 
Jellicoe’s report upon the question of 
naval defence for the British empire 
and her colonies in the Pacific ocean 
and the far east is now before the 
Australian house of representatives. 
Lord Jellicoe assumes throughout the 
report that future danger to the em- 
pire and her colonies lies in the Pa- 
cific and the far east. The second 
dominant note in the report is his 
insistence on the value of capital ships 
as the chief weapon at sea. Lord 
Jellicoe’s apparent assumption regard- 
ing Canada is that she will readily put 
her share into vessels and their up- 
keep. It {gs probable that the first 
vessels for both Canada and Australia 
will be a gift from the British fleet.
